1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest the following in combination with the 
remaining limitations of the claims: 

A sensor for measuring a physical parameter of a fluid, in particular for measuring total 
air temperature, wherein the leading edge of said inlet section of said fluid intake extends so as to 
define a surface that slopes with respect to a surface perpendicular to the fixing plane (claim 1).
